IS A RICH FIELD FOR 


RESEARCH WORKERS 


Peruvian Expedition Gleans Interest- 


ing Facts Concerning Ancient 


South American Civilization 


Amazing and absorbingly interest- 
ing facts concerning the builders of 
the wonderful city of Machu Picchu, 
the ancient Incas, are given in a com- 
munication to the National Georaphic 
society by Professor Hiram Bingham, 
director of the Peruvian expedition 
in 1915, sent out by the society and 
Yale university. The 
ruins of this 
great center of-a vanished civilization 
were discovered by Professor Bingham 
and his party after 
they had been 
lost for generations. 
Some of the re- 
sults of the expedition contained in 
the director's report to the National 
Geographic society, are 
given in 
a 
bulletin, issued 
today from 
the so- 
ciety b headquarters in Washington: 
"The 
builders of Machu Picchu," 
writes 
Professor Bingham, "had an 
elaborate system of highways through- 
out this little-known aud almost unex- 
plored country which lies between the 
Urubamba valley and the Apurinmc. 
This region was 
densely populated, 


and Machu Picchu was its capital. • 
"Lack of timber, the prevalence of 
heavy rains during jjart of the year, 
and the ease with which stone might 
ce procured early led to the develop- 
ment of stone as a 'building material. 
Strength and 
permanence were de- 
cured through the keying together of 
irregular blocks. .

BUILDING IN JAPAN 


Super-dreadnought to Carry Fifteen 


Inch Rifles is Started—Country 


Purchases New Sub- 


marine. 


[BI ASSOCIATED PRESS.} 


Tokio, July 15.—It is reported that 
guns of 15-inch calibre may be mount- 
ed on a superdreadnought which has 
been ordered, by the navy department 
and will be laid down in the Japanese 
naval yard at Kure. 
This ship was 
authorized at the last se'ssion of the 
Diet and she will be the largest battle- 
ship in the Japanese navy. She will 
be called the Nagato after one of the 
provinces in Southern Japan. 


Although the official figures have 
not 
been 
announced, it is said the 
war-ship will have a displacement of 
32,000 tons and a speed of 24 knots. 
The displacement exceeds 
by 1,400 
tons that of the dreadnought Yama- 
shiro which was launched at Yokosu- 
ka last November. 
The 
Yamashiro 
is about the same size as the United 
States 
superdreadnought 
Pennsyl- 
vania. 


If 
the 
announced 
figures 
prove 
exact, the N'agato will be bigger than 
the celebrated Queen Elizabeth of the 
British navy, more speedy than the 
Yamashiro by two knots 
and faster 
than the Pennsylvania by three knots 
although she i could be outdistanced 
by the Queen ^Elizabeth. A feature of

guns, but guns of this size have never 
been made in Japan, and it is likely 
that they would have to be imported 
from England. It is doubtful if Eng- 
land could turn them out during the 
war. 


Tbe department has likewise ar- 
ranged for the 
construction of two 
second class cruisers, each of 3,500 
tons to be called Tenryu and Tatsuta. 
One will be laid 
down at Yokosuka 
and the other at Saseho. 
A largo 
type destroyer of 1,100 
tons will be 
built, at Maizuru. 


The latest addition to the Japanese 
navy is a new and powerful submar- 
ine boat which was 
built in Prance 
and which recently arrived 
at 
the 
Kure naval station. Submerged, the 
boat 
can 
reach 
a speed 
of over 


eighteen knots. Her displacement is 
GOO tons, and she is the largest sub- 
marine in the Japanese navy. 
The order, placed with the French 
navy yard 
in 
1914, called for two 
boats of the same type and 
dimen- 
sions but one of them was sold to 
France at the outbreak of the ,war in 
compliance with the special request of 
the 
French 
navy. 
The submarine, 


was brought here on board a French 
steamer.
